how this can be done in one or other, without Corr#pring our - 
Dottrine, or adulterating the Worſhip, is not to me imagina« 
ble: ThatRemeis Hererical in much of her Dofrine, and Ido 
latrow in much more of her worſhip, is confeſſed bythemſelves, 
and palpable to all Reformed Churches. That Proteſtants in the 
leaft, ſhould comply with her, hath no leſs #®ppearance of evil, 
then for a man that would be reputed chaſt, to be ſeen often to 
frequent the Stews, in pretence forſooth, to-convert ſome'of 
thole Proſtizutes. To bring R:ayxiſts tous, is equally as.impoſ- 
ible, as co fetch and remove the old City of Rowe into England, 
they go upon Prixciples irreconcileable with us, or with the 
Fruth. © We may go to them (as many have of late ) but they 
- Cannot come to us, without ruine to themſelves , and. their 
Church, that is, by admictiog their Chxrch to have erred in any 
one thing ; which may conclude them capable of erri»g in more, 
ard ſo inall, wherein they differ from us. All heir labour, thar 
have attempted this Recoxciliarion, hath been in vain; if yer that 
may be ſaid to be in vain, which hath redaced ſo many of ours to 
Kome : But this is largely manifeſted by others, and I forbear, 
and ſhall-ſpeak to the preſent Queſtion, of Bowing towards the 
Altar. It they bada Defign to bring the Rewzi/b Maſs into our 
Churches, what better Eg5xe could they uſe, then this in hand ? 
iz, to prepare the People for it, by. calling the Table an e1-. 
tar (which is a Relate to a Prieſt and a Sacrifice, as this DoRor

Sacrament adminiftred, there is yer an Appearaxce of Idolatry , 
in vn orſhipping « Table made of Wood, or an Altar of Stone , 
What remains to remove this Scruple, but only the fixation of

I come now to examine the fate of the Queſtion, 3s here by

I. Whether our Adoration muſt be direRed towards the eL/- 
rar, rather then towards any other part of the Church, either 
as a ſpecial 0bjef, though not the Vltimare ; or from any thing 
init, asa Re/ative Hurive of our Worſhip: For the ſtate of 
the Queſtion is not in general, whether it be Pious or Lawful, to 
worſhip God towards the Altar or Table, as a Place, ſimply 
conſidered: For it's lawful to worſhip God towards any part 
of the Heavens, Eaſt, weſt, North, 8c, Yet heſo layes the que- 
ſion, as if ſome did deny this, and cals them Novels for ſo do- 
ing, and conceals his defigns of placing more Holineſs and Di- 
vine Preſence there, as the chief Zforives of his worſhip thac 
way, till he comes to his ſecond Argument. EE 

2. Whether ifin the Adminiſtration of the Sacrament, it be 
- lawful, &c. to tender owur FWor/aip that way, towards the Table, 
it b: alſo ſawful and pious, &c. to bow Wwards it, when there is 
no publick Diva Servicein being? For ſo he ſtates it. 

« Whether it be lawful, not only when we preſent our Ser- 
* yice, and perform divine Offices there , but in our Ingreſſe 
« and Egreſſe, Entrance, or out-going (or paſſing through the 
Church ) itbe lawful, pious, &c. For it ſeems very rational , 
and prxdential, that the T able be ſo placed, at the wn = 
of the Sacrament, that the eyes and poſture ofall may be fixed or 
direRted towards the Service done at or upon the Table, as our 
Church adviſes and commands. The like may be ſaid for the 
Scituation of the Px/pir, and our poſture towards it, in time of 
Preaching : Thatthe 1inifter when he officiates at the Table, 
may bow or kneel in Prayer, is very lawful and pious: And 
therefore our-Church requires, thathe ftand at the North fide, 
( notend) of the Table, and read or pray, at the Conſecration of 
the Elements: But then he bows not towards the Eaſt ( as 
 t$5by themintended) but towards the Soxtrh: Andif he ſhould 


ſtand on the z7eff-fide of the Table (as they require)-be turns bis 
| back 
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back upon the People, that many ( eſpecially in the Body of che 
Church ) ſhall neither ſee what he does,nor hear what he ſayes ; 
which is a very great Indecency and Diſorder, and deſtruRive to. 
Edificaticu. But that men ſhould be compelled or perſwaded to 
bow towards the Table, rather then towards any other part of 
the Church, or at all, when occaſionally they come in, paſs 
through, or go out of the Church, ſavours too much of Rowiſh 
Superſticion, and without ſtrong Reaſons of ſome ſpecial Pr;z24e 
{:dge belonging to the Table, not found in other places, cannor, 
I ſuppoſe, be juſtified. And this is the ecue Rate of che Queſtion, 
as will appear,in his ſecond ſtating of it, before he gives his Argus . 
ments for it. | 

* Whether Adoration may be terdered towards the Altar, 
*« Jawfully, piouſly, (optime ) and belt of all ? | 

For certainly,our worſhip to rhe Divize Aajefty, is to be ten- 
dered in the moſt decent, moſt orderly, and beſt AZode we can, 
 ifany be better then another. But ſee now, how many Queſtions 

are ſecretly involved in this one. 1. Whetherit be lawful co wor- 
ſhip God towards the Altar,and that either in the time of the $a- 
crament, or at any other time. 2. Whetheritbe pious? And 
3. Laudable. 4. Whether it be the beſ# way of Adoration? 5.We 
may add, whether it be conformable ro the Pradtiſe of the Apos 
Fles and prime-primitive Church ? All which are ſuppoſed in ſta- 
ting the Queſtion, and we ſhall meec with che moſt of chem, in 
that which follows.

; This S»perſtruBture is like to be high, and therefore he digs 
deep, ro find fome firm ground, to lay his Foundation upon, by 
premiſing four particular Poſtulara, .as granted by all. 

 * 1, [That it is neceſſary, that fome place defigned by the 
*. Church, as Chappels, Temples, &c. muſt bedeſtinated tache 
* Publick Worſhip of God, &c.] Where firſt, I-liſ-nor-to-agk 
what the Difference is, between a place Deſigned, and a Place 
deftinatedby the Church > For I perceive by their Practiſe, 
and by that which followes, That he means, a Place muſt firſt be 
deſigned, thar is, (onſecrated, by a Biſhop, and afterwards de« 
ſinated ro Publick Worſhip. Where I obſerve, he ſecretly. 
ſeals into a Church, an Holirefs, more than in other: places, by:

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ing towards the Altar, as the moſt holy Place in the Church 
as will appear more and more in the following Diſcourſe : But 
this ſhould not be begged , bur here, or ſomewhere, have been 
proved , which he takes for granted.

Who is ſo deſtitute of Prudexce and Relicion , as to doubr 

of the Lawf#sllneſs or piouſneſs of Bowing to God with ſoul and 
body, whether in publick or privateWorſhip?Ic is an unſuffera- 
ble {lander &Calumny, to call his Adver/aries, Noveliſts, as if 
they deny it lawfull at any time, to worſhip God with Soul and 
Body together: Bur an 1ll cauſe thrives beſt, with i-norant and

What could a Papiſt ſay more or worſe ? The Fathers, as by 
a Sacrifice, they underſtood nothing, bur either a remembrance 
of a Sacrif.c:,0r a Sacrifice of Praiſe and Thanksgiving, ſo call'd, 
Heb.13.15, Soby Altar, they intend eicher Chriſt himſelf , 
ſo is that to be:taken, [] Heb.13.10. We have an Altar] Oc 
.the Table allufively,wich reſpe& to that Sacrifice ; Of Which 
more hereafter, 

2, As Learned men, and pious as this Door, are not afraid 
ro affirm,that by their Rherorical,exorbitant expreſſions (not in-

2. Adoratio;.bzfore, or towards the Altar, is liable eafily to 
miſ-conſtruction(as well as bowing toward,or before an Image) 
Some have ſuſpeRted and cenſured chem : | 
© That they have tendered their Adoration to the very Altar 
© of Wood or Stone, a manifeſt and outragious ſlander, So 
©.che Heathens charged the Chriſtians, as Sun-worſhippers,be- 
© cauſe they worſhipped God towards the Eaſt, cc. This ſuſpi- 
ction and Cenſure might very well ariſe upon ſeveral grounds. 
« T2Becauſe ſome of them have been ſo bold,as to afſert and 
defend Bowing ro theAltar,which Papiſts ſeem toabhor. 
- 2s But Bowing towards the Altar, or before 1t , rather then 
any y 
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any other place or part of the Church, ſeems parallel to the 

- Papiſts bowing towards or before a Crucrftx, which is by Prote- 
Nants charged as /do/atroas ; and ſome part of ſuch worſhip fals 
upon the Altar or Table equally, as upon an /mzge, ſo uſed, as 
ſhall appear. | ; 

. 3. Didthe Chriſtians well, to tender their worſhip to God , 
towards the Eaſt? As they had nor any ſolid ground of Scripture 
for ir,or example of the Apoſtles , that we read of, ſo they did 
not \well ro give ſuch a ſcandal to the heathens, confirming them 
in their /dclasry, as worſhipping the S4x, as ſome of them al- 
ſo did, | 

This very Cuſtom of Bow:ng towards the Eaſt, brought into 
the Church by degrees , more Superitiction : As, r. To build- 
their Churches, and place the Table Eaft-ward. 2. To tie their 
Worſhip that way. 3. To place more Holineſs and divine pre- 
ſence upon the Table, than upon other places or parts,not on - 

. ly during the time of the Sacrament adminiftred, bur at other 
ttmes ; and at laſt,the Hof tranſubſtanciated to be fixed on the 
Table, leſt-men ſhould otherwiſe be ſuſpe&ed to be /do/a- 
troas, in worſhipping the Table or «Altar. Laſtly, The charge 
lies ſtill upon chem, that they do 1npart ſome Worſhip to their 
Altar, in making it an 04jett,rhough not uktimare of their wor 
ſhip , anda orive to excite their Worſhip from ſomething 
init , though butrelative ; as Papiſts make their Images, and 
are judged by ours to be 1dolatrons; Of which more hereafter.

2.We know no reaſon why people ſhould fall to prayers 
at entrance into their Seats,which is (to ſay no More) a Breach 
of Order,to tender private Prayers,in a place defigned for pub- 
Iick worſhip,as himſelf ſaid above, and ſo much the greater , if 
che publick worſhip bs then in hand, as I have ſhewed ellewhere. 
3. The #»covering of our heads at entrance into the Church, is 
not intended co the Sacred ſtones, as he calls chem, nor to any 
Place or part of the Church,as holy, or more holy, bur with re. 
ſpe& tothe people of God there afſembled, and as a C;wil reve- 
rence,nOt atall religious: If it be more,we judge it ro be ſwper/ti- 
t10us,as placing more Holzneſs,more Divine Preſexce,more ac- 
ceptance of our private worſhip, becauſe done in ſuch a pablich 
place-which is tos commonly done by many of our people. 
Laſtly, as for putting their Hats before their faces in time of 
Publick-preyer, it may be juſtified,if done upon this ground, to 
avoid drver/ions of our Thoughts by-other Obje&ts, and there- 
fore ſome very pious men find it moſt helpfull ro their Deyo- 
tion,to ſhut their eyes in time of prayer : though the DoRor 
ſcoffes at ſuch devotion, {| as a new device, unknown to the 
Antients] and thinks that he hath better arguments for Bow;ug 
towards che Altars, whoſe ſtrength ſhall preſently be cryed. 
3. He diſtinguiſhes Adoration ( for further explication ſake) 

into three particular A&s,whereof it conſiſts. 

7. © Of the underRanding,the knowledge of the ſupream di-

I, They do confine (þri## (God-man) to that place , nor 
orly, but more, then to'any place of the Church, the Foxr or 
P#lpit ; and that when there is no Sacrament adminiſtred, and 
eive this fot the 7caſon of their Adoyation towards their _

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rather than towards any other place, at their 5»gre/7 or egre/e, or 
paſſing through the Church, Hence they call the Altar , [ the 
' Star of the bedy and bloud of Chrift ] as our DoRor cites the. 
words from Optatwe and Chryſoft, below. Others call it Solinne 
-Chriſti, the Thraxe of Chriſt, and Seat of Glory ; and ſpeak of - 
his daily Oblation and - Preſence there, as to make it more holy, 
ſo to oblige their worſhip that way. It's true indeed, Gods Om- - 
wipreſence.or eſſential Prefence. cannot be confined to any one 
place; buthe may exhibit his. Preſence more in one. place than 
another, as of old he did, in the Baſh, in the Clexd, on the Arke, 
viſibly and Symbolically , and now does ſpiritually inthe midſt of 
his people aſſembled : But what Preſence of Chriſt is that which 
they feign on the Table? His Corporal Preſence is in Heaven, v#- 
ble. or Symbolicall Preſence he exhibits not , unlefs when the 
Conſecrated Elements are upon the Table ; which is not always, - 
( unlefs they have a Sacrament ( as Papilis their Mafſe ) every 
day , or ſome of the Conſecrated Elements be reſerved or kept 
upon the Table,which yet our Altar-worſpippers have not done ) 
His ſpiritual Preſence is equally at the Pulpit or Font, when thoſe 
Ordinances are in hand : and ſo the Adoration may be as lawfull 
and pious towards thoſe places, as towarcsthe Altar : But what is 
this to prove that bet, which is tendred towards the Altar? or 
when there isno Sacrament, &c. 

2. They do, at leaſt by Conſequence, affix Gods Fecial gifts 
and Benefits, upon the Altar, though not only , yet more Fe- 
cially , than to the Pulpit or Font , becauſe they place Chriſt's 
Preſence more there , than at other places , and ſo expe& more 
acceptance of their worſhip tendred that way, than any otber 
way {we ſhall hear anon of Miracles, wrought by prayers made 
at'the Altar, ) 

The Doctor ſayes here , [* We lay our Vowes and Prayers 
upon the Altar, ] Which is ſcarce Orthodox : For ſure Chrilt is 
the Altar of our Prayers, andnot the Table, and by him, as 
our High Pru:ft , we offer up our ſelves and Services ro God the 
Father. It may eaſily be believed, that Tapiſs do expeRt more 
acceptance of their Prayers made at or before the Altar, and con- 
ſequently more Grace and Benefit to themſelves, thanif mace in 
any other place : And may not the. ſame be ſ:ſpeted of our

The Heathzas mocked at the Jews Sabbaths, & Michal at Da- 
vids Devotion; but ſo dare not knowing and pious men,if the mode 


of worſhip be preſcribed by God : Yet he knowes , the Romiſh

1. He would infer, [* Thatthen when men enter the Church, 
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AFeode of wo rſhip, and their Geficalations in the Maſs, are juſt- 
ly ridiculous and contemptible to pious men of the Reformed 
Churches ( asthat of Baals Prieſts was to Ei w and lo 1s all 
mea-deviſ-% worſhip ; though he be pleaſed to /t eatiuch zeal, 
and withalt, to give a ſlur to extemporary private Prayer, made 
by the Spirit of God ; as in oppolicn to the Litargy or publick 
compoſed Form of Prayer,a thing uſual with all Zirargical men:

yot of our ſelves, bus received it from our Anceſtors , through all -

ſpoken in them of the Trinity ? Or why muft not men riſe up 
from their knees at Prayer, When the Doxulogy (which is the 
ſame) is pronounced at the end of a Miniſters Prayer ? [ To whom 
(feſus Chrift) with the Father and the Bleſſed Spirit, be all ho+ 
our and Glory, &c.] And what Scripture taught them to bow 
more at the Name fe, then that of God, Emmanuel; Chriſt, 


Lord ? when as thereis more danger of Jao/arry in that Name, . 
becauſe there-were more that were called by that name; Foſhua, - 
and 7e/us called Fu, and one Bar-eſws; on purpole, one- 


would think, permitted to obviate and prevent, a,latter Super- 
2ition , if not Idolatry, toa Name ; (asnow to a Table)I my 
felf have obſerved one of their devout Crixgers, to bow at the 
Name, not onely when- meant of oſbua, and 7eſus Fuftr, but 
when read and ſpoken of Bars eſis, a Scorcerer: But enough of

worſhip the Altar,yet they do worſhip God,not only before or 70- 
wards the Altar of their own-deviſing,: but through ,and by the 
Altar, as much as Ppzfts do, by and through an Image; they 
wake it a mediate Objed, anda Relative Motive of their worſhip, 
and ſo a deviſed Medium of Worſhip ; contrary to the ſecond 
Commangment.

God any wayes, one as well as another. For to put any Religious 
Reſpefts upon theAlcar, more than upon other places(as theſe men 
do and teach) is che next way to make them ſuperſtitious,if not I» 
dolatrous, as will appear, in anſwering. his Second Argument, to 
which I come. | 

Arg.2-That Wworſhip,which i laWful and pious if done in the Houſe 
of Godzts ſuch if it be done towards the Altar : But Adoration in the 
Houſe of God,is lawful and pions. Ergo. 

The ſame general Anſwer may ſerve here as to the former - 
Confider the Wor/5ip ſimply in it ſelf, and the Altar ſimply as a 
place or part of the Church, andit isa&lawful and pious to wor- 
ſhip God towards it, as towards the Font or Pulpit, andſo the 
whole Argument is granted : But ſhould he not have concluded 
the queſtion , Therefore tt 75 beſt toworſmp God towards the Altar. 
Would that -be concluded upon theſe Premiſes ?- Let both Vai- 
verſities judge. Muſt he needs fly out with ſcorn and Calum- 
nies upon all occaſions, to call his ſuppoſed Adverſaries, Novel:ſts, 
and  Novatoram - noviſſimos,, meditating nothing bur new 
things, &c. and prove his Mznor which no body 'demes? No,nor 
his Major, as it lies ;, buthe fetches a Compaſs to confirm ic, and 
yet confirms it not at all, as ſhall appear : Hear how he goes about 
it, .by premiſfing ( as granted) ſome more Propoſitions , ſome ' 
whereof, are nothing.to the purpoſe, and ſome are plainly falle ;

2. Its a manifeft violation of the Apoſtles Precept, Let all things 
be done decently aud in order, if it be left free for every man to attey. 
mine his worſhip, which way he pleaſes, to the Bell-jree, Font, Pal. 
pir, &c. Burthis is a manifeſt 2io/ation of not only our Chriſtian 
Liberty, Chriſt having left itfree, and no where determined it, 
but alſo of the Ape/t/es meaning : For there is neither inge- 
cency nor diſorder in uſing our allowed Liberty , Nay, this were 
rather Diſorder, if men ſhould take upon them to determine 
people this or that way, when Chriſt hath left them free; and 
the greatelt cauſes of our diſ#»iox and divificns, have arilen from 
che determination of Tnaifferent things in the Service of God: 
There are ſeveral Ordizaxces of God performed in the Hexſe of 
Godin ſeveral places ; as Baptiſm at the Fort, Preaching in the 
Palpit : Now what an Indecency and Diſorder would this be in 
the Church, if our poſture of worſhip were determined all one 
way, ſuppoſe towards the Altar, muit noc many turn their backs 
upon the Ordinance inFeing ? which how decent and orderly 
iis, lettheſe orderly men judge: Icleems, in nature ang rea- 
ſon (ſeeing the Miniſter in every. Ordinance diſpenced, is the 
Steward ot Chriſt) fitting, thatthe eyes of all the people ſhould 
be towards him, aswell at the Foxt or Pulpit, as at the Table; 
which concludes the contrary rather; that it's not decent nor or- 
derly to determine our poſture one way, but t& vary with the Or= 
dinance. But ſee the Gargreen like nature of Superſtition : not 
only to make things allowed byGod,to be indecent 3r.d diſorderly, 
but alſo ro make things neceſſary, which God hath icf indifferent 
and free : For this is the Intention of this Di atazr.

* To which, Ihavethisto fay in general, with our beſt and moſt 
Orthodox Proteſtant Divines , That the Myſtery of Iniquity , to« 
wards the introducing of that abominable Sacrifice of the Maſle, 
began to work betimes , and thoſe Fathers #n@Wwares , laid the 
Foundation of it: They prepared firſt the A/tar, and ralked of 
a $4crifice, but both ina Figure. Burt the Pope hath found out 
both ar Literal Altar and Sacrifice; and ſo as ſome of ours 
wich a little difference, as was ſaid above. Both: o© chem have a 
Sacrifice to th.ir Altar, both an anbloody Sacrifice, both a props. 
tiatory Sacrifice for (ins; only Papiſts have the Bread and Wine”

If it were not oaioxs to make compariſons in ſuch things (and ſo 
to raiſe differences and diviſions as atore ) between ſuch {weetly 
agreeins friends, the T able is the leaſt io be reſpeRed of all the 
three. The P/piri« the place where the Word of Life is d:ifpen= 
ſed. to the Converſion of Souls. The Fort ( they ſay, as the

But if it be 
to, how comes it to pafle, that ſo many Apoffate and loſe thoſe 
Privileages ? May a Child ef God become the Child of the De- 
#1 ? An Heir of Heaven come to 'he difinhericed ? A poor 
Comfort to Parents and Children from their Baptiſm: And do 
fins pardoned come to be called to account again? Theſe Do- 
Arines are too like the Rewi/h. But ſuppoſe ( not granting _) 
it to be ſo, as he ſays, theſe Priviledges are both greater, and 
more generally granted to all baptized Infants, then many res 
ceive from the Lords Supper ; few are thereby converted, or res 
ceive Remiſſjon of finnes, or made Children of God, &c. Yea, 
many eat and drink their own Damnation.
